Bomb    Scare    Hits 
Area    Colleges 

The  Regional  Campus 
experienced  its  First  bomb. 
scare  Thursday,  October  22. 
At  9:00  a.m.  an  anonymous 
caller  told  the  Fort  Wayne 
Fire  Department  that  bombs 
were  planted  at  the  Regional 
Campus  and  Saint  Francis 
College,  both  bombs  set  to 
explode  at    11:15  a.m. 

This  resulted  in  an 
evacuation  of  the  buildings 
at  10:00.  The  alarm  bell 
raag  and  many  people, 
thinking  it  was  only  a  fire 
drill,  left  the  building  with 
their  books,  purses,  brief- 
cases, etc.  still  inside. 
Once  they  walked  outside, 
they  discovered  that  the 
campus  would  be  closed 
until  12:30.  The  students 
made  the  best  of  it,  though, 
by  cither  studying  on  tbe 
lawn,  leaving,  or  playing 
football  unconcernedly  on_ 
the    lawn. 

The  Fort  Wayne  police 
department.  Fire  department, 
and  the  university  staff 
members  sealed  the  building 
and  began  a  thorough  search 
for  the  bomb.  The  50 
searchers  combed  the  build- 
ing until  11:00  when  every- 
one left.  Their  biggest  pro- 
blem was  their  confrontation 
with  many  locked  briefcases 
left    by    students   with  their 

At  11:00  a.m.  everyone 
moved  away  from  the  build- 
ing to  begin  a  wait.  The 
building  just  stood  there  de- 
fiantly.
